PLANTING CORN. 


HILL. VS. DRILL METHODS — ARGUMENTS 


FOR AND AGAINST. 


During the pust two years considerable 


interest has been displayed by a large 
number of farmers iu Illinois as to the 
best method of planting corn, one class 
favorinpr drilling the seed, while the ma- 
jority were in favor of the ordinary prac- 
tice of planting in hills. In order to 
throw some light upon this question, 
the Illinois Experiment Station 
con- 


ducted an extensive series of tests, com- 
paring the yields from plots planted by 
both methods. In every case, an equal 
amount of space was devoted to each 
system, and an equal number of stalks 
was grown on all the plots. For in- 
stance, four stalks were left in each hill, 
the hills being three feet eight inches 
apart. On the drilled plots one stalk was 
left exery eleven inches, so that the num- 
ber of drilled stalks equalled the number 
of stalks in hills in the same space. This 
experiment wus tried with an early aud 
a late variety, the Pride of the North aud 
the Yellow Mastodon. The results uni- 
formly showed little difference in yield. 
The cultivation was the same .for both 
the drilled and the hilled, except that the 
hilled plots were crossed in the secou 
and fourth cultivation, while the liillei 
was cultivated four times lengthwise o 
the rows. The erpovimeut was repeatei 
often enough to eliminate the cliilereuc 
in soils. The conclusion was reached 
therefore, that so far as the method o 
planting was concerned, or the growth o 
the plants iu hills or drills affecting the 
development of the stalk or ear, both 
methods gave equally good results. Thi 
general impression among farmers seems 
to be that drilling corn in new land wil 
give larger yields than where it is hilled 
There id little doubt but that this irnpres- 
sion is correct, but the larger yield is not 
due to the distribution of the stalks ii 
the drilled corn, but to the fact that mon 
corn was planted iu the drilled than iu 
the hilled fields. 
This conclusion 


borne out by the result of a similar ex- 
periment with the number of stalks in 
Hie hill. It was found that a larger 
number of stalks in the hill gave largei 
yields than a less number of stalks iudi 
eating that so far as yiold is con- 
cerned, the bu-.ger number of stalks 
gives the lar^ust yield on the rich 
prairie loam soil. Further, as it is im- 
possible to cultivate the drilled fields 
both ways with the ordinary shovel cul- 
tivator, it is not practical to plant a 
weedy Ueld ia drills. No doubt, as our 
."eed corn becomes more uniform and of 
better quality, a less number of stalks 
will be required to produce the same or 
larger yields. In this event, the objec- 
tion to hilling will be removed, as one or 
two stalks will constitute a good stand 
and therefore remove the possibility of 
the evil effects m competition between 
the four or five stalks in the thickly- 
seeded hill of corn. 


CARE OF COWS. 


CLEANLINESS AND KINDNESS A NECESSITV 


IN EVERY DEPARTMENT. 


The well-bred, hi^h-producing cow is 


more sensitive to her surrou-idiugs than 
the must delicatelj-coustrueted machin- 
ery, and is greatly affected by alight 
causes, says 0. L. Peck iu the National 
fanner. 
A cow in my own herd that, 


under my own personal care,- producec 
over 000 pounds of butter and 10,000 
pounds of uiiik in a year, when plac 
under the cure of another and equal!} 
well fed, dropped off to about uue-hall 
that amount and, on her return to my 
own smble, came back to tier formei 
production. Cows should be milked, so 
far as possible, by the same person, in 
l!m same order and at the same time of 
day to realize their full capacity. There 
is uo time or labor expended in the 
dairy that brings so large a return for 
the iuvestuitut as a proper use of the 
card aud brush three minutes per day 
per cow for that period iu the year when 
llit-y are confined in the stable. 
The 


cow that will produce 250 pounds of but- 
ter iu it year will, as a rule, by tho aid of 
the card and brush, kindly and well used, 
increase to ;:0u pounds on feed aud care 
otherwise IU same. 
,1 huve tried this 


and speak i'rum puv.,u;il careful experi- 
ment. The care of cows includes care of 
stables. In the dairy business cleanli- 
ness is next to godliness. Clean bedding, 
simple absorbents in the gutters, aud for 
this purpose "jusum or land plaster is 
;uuoug the best. Two pounds per cow 
,>er day put in the drop behind each cow- 
will do away with most of the offensive 
•smell of the stable and absorb most of 
'-.he liquid droppings. The effect of kind 
treatment of a cow can hardly be over 
."ated. Hhe should know aud welcome 
the voice of her master aud attendant. 
if lie practices calling her by name aud 
speaking to her when he comes near her 
i-he will soou learn to expect and wel- 
come it, and will render a rich return for 
the trouble in the pail. Of the care of 
'..lie milk after the cow has delivered it 
•-'ito the pail, there is not time nor space 
u> speak fully. 
A reiteration of the 


thought of cleanliness, thorough cleanli- 
ness, is never ill-limed at any point in the 
progress of the milk from the pail to the 
butter in ihe tub.

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"The New Popularity of the Carrier 


Pigeon," ia the title of an article by Geo. 
Ethelbert Walsh .which appears in St. 
Nicholas for May. 


Both in war and peace the carrier-pig- 


eon has won new laurels in the past year, 
and its popularity as a well-bred pet and 
domestic messenger has become as great 
as its usefulness as a carrier of war dis- 
patches where telegraph and telephone 
lines are not established. That so inno- 
cent a creature as the dove-like carrier 
should be selected for important war 
purposes, and taken ia the service for 
furthering the bloody con diets ot modern 
armies seema out of keeping with the 
the aims of nature and an abuse of 
man's power. Tbe pigeon is eminently 
a peace-loving bird aud its nature is so 
different from those of the screaming 
eagle aud falcon that as an emblem of 
war it should be a total failure. Never- 
theless ihe timid bird has served armies 
in rime of need, and is cultivated for. its 
practical war usefulness to an extent 
never dreamed of for eitl.ier the falcon or 
eagle. In a sense it is the war bird of 
the day. 


The pigeon post at Durban, in South 


Africa, was the beginning of the pigeon 
experiments conducted in recent cam- 
paigns between the English and Boers, 
aud scores of messages were carried from 
one part of the Euglisu army to another 
by means o£ the bii da. Colonel Hazxard, 
of the Koyal Engineers, a staff ollicerat 
the Cupe, has mafia a lire sUnly of the 
carrier-pigeons, and before the war broke 
out he had established pigeon posts be- 
tween most of tlia beloagured cities. 
From Liadysmith, Ivimberly and Mafe- 
king, pigeons early iu the siegea regular- 
ly brought messages from the English 
soldiers cooped up in the towns. Sir 
George White'eflist message from Lady- 
smith was carried by a pigeon, and this 
means of communicating with the ouc- 
aide world continued until the number of 
birds iu that city waa exhausted. 


It was only a short time before the 


outbreak of the war iu South Africa that 
the English Government had decided to 
eatabliah aservice of earlier pigeons. 
Iu 


the navy, pigson posts were recogoizud 
means of carrying information as early 
as ISflti, and there are over a thousand 
birds recorded on the books of the royal 
navy. The tii'sl naval loft was at Ports- 
mouth and now there are two others. 
In the English army the poato have been 
confined almost exclusively lo the Cape, 
where tbe nature ot the cotmt.ry makes 
the homing-pigeon service of more value 
than in England. 


The development of the war homing- 


pigeon service throughout Europe hae 
been more rapid than elsewhere, and 
army posts support large numbers of 
them. Strict laws ard made to protect 
those in privale lofts. As a great mili- 
tary cump, Europe looks on the earner 
pigeon an a menace to the country if not 
held under strict control. In On-many, 
for iriataucs, every pigeon raised by pri 
vale breeders must- be registered, and 
the pigeon cannot be taken out of the 
country or sold without permission from 
the military authorities, lii i,iie event 
of a war, the German authorities reserve 
the right to claim and tnke iraseesoion of 
every carrier-pigeon in the land. la ad- 
dition to this, every for'jess and camp en 
German soil has ita pigeon service, and 
over tea thousand dollars is appropriated 
annually for the support of this service. 
There are upwards of ten thousand pig- 
eons belonging to the War Djpartmeut, 
and every birdie carefully trained and 
tested. 


The United Stales military stud naval i 


authorities have approved of the pigeon 
as aids to the regular telegraphic menus 
of eommuuicatioa, and there ara severa 
posta established iu the '.Vest aud along 
the Atlantic. J5ac on the whole Una 
country depends more upon privale 
breeders for its supply uf carrier pigeons 
than upon the birds already in the service 
of the army or navy. Our great distance 
by eea from all other powerful nations 
makes it unnecessary to arrange for the 
services of carrier-pigeons us the Eu- 
ropean countries have done. 
There is 


little chance of any foreign army invad- 
ing thia country and destroying the rail- 
road and telegraph lines connecting the 
big cities. Pigeon breeding and training 
have therefore been carried on iu the 
United States more in the interests of 
peace and pleasure. There ara hundreds 
of enthusiastic owners in every State in 
the Union, and probably in no country 
has the work of rearing the birds been 
attended to with greater intelligence and 
success.
